THRIFTY UNCLE SAM! 


OW many women realize how ex- 
H. tremely thrifty—not to use a 
more unpleasant word—their 
Uncle Sam is, in dealing with all mat- 


ters involving his nieces? The old- 


fashioned husband, wo ised to make 
lead for every penny and who 
‘vas in the habit of inquiring, “What 
Gid you do with the dollar I gave you 
last week?”—was hardly more averse 
to spending money on women-fclk 
than Uncle Sam appears to be! 

We can remember the yowls that 
went up from male legislators oyer the 
passage of the Sheppard-Towner Act, 
providing Federal financial aid for ma- 
ternity welfare work in those States 
willing to co-operate. A terrible waste 
of money it seemed to plenty of indig- 
nant men. Yet this country has a 
shamefully high maternity death-rate, 
and e¥en under the Sheppard-Towner 
Act only about $1,102,000 was spent 
annually. 

The act has now ceased to function, 
and in the 1931 budget a mere one- 
fourth of the Children’s Bureau ap- 
propridtion—which amounted to $320,- 
000 for the, current fiscal year—will be 
allotted to maternity welfare. 

Just one section of this coming 
budget can be labeled “for women 
only,” according to a recent report 
from experts. This item is the appro- 
priation of $108,000 for the Women’s 
Bureau of the Labor Department——a 
sum that is an infinitesimal drop in 
the total budget of somé $4,000,000,000. 
And yet any intelligent woman inter- 
ested in the welfare of her sex knows 
what admirable work has been done 
for several years by this Women’s 
Bureau, under the efficient manage- 
ment of Miss Mary Anderson. 

Men, a well as women, @ashington 
despatches point out, benefit by the 
Federal budget appropriations for the 
Home Economics Bureau, the Home 
Economics Department of the Federal 
Vocational Board and the co-operative 
extension service to farm women of 
the Department of Agriculture. ‘rhe 
technical studies of the Home Eco- 
nomics Bureau are as valuable to farm- 
ers’ co-operatives and to manufacturers 
as to women, and the other two services 
do as much for the welfare of husbands 
and children-as of wives.

These are the secrets of one side of 
the table. In discovering those of the 
other side, let us pretend that tea is 
to be served to guests seated at various 
points in the room or in chairs 
grouped about the big divan. We can 
just swing cut those little corner 
shelves, which are fitted with flat tops 
to form a pair of three-shelved tables, 
and set them anywhere we want them. 
This gives us in the small space taken 
up by the table unit a’ commodious 
cabinet and two sets of triple-shelves. 
in the flat back section; in front, two 
pretty end tables having three shelves 
each. and the centre space with two 
small shelves in the part of the table 
facing us. Topping all is the generous 
éxpanse of the table top itself. 

I consider this a very smart looking 
piece of furniture and often use it fin+ 
ished in gay colors to introduce the 
modern note in rooms that need the 
stimulation of color. 

Another “piece of convenience” that 
proves quite as useful in the combined 
living and dining room is the decora- 
tive screen which is equipped at the 
back with folding shelves that clasp 
back' and lie perfectly flat against the 
screen when it is not in use—then flip 
into place to form a small breakfast 
table, with shelves to hold the coffee 
set and dishes of food just above the 
table. This screen hides most éffec- 
tively the kitchenette, the stove or 
dinette, and may, also serve as extra 
shelf space for one to work upon while 
preparing food Inside the kitchenette. 
When not doing duty thus, it is highly 
decorative—an artistic contribution to 
the scheme of any room. I do not re- 
¢all two more useful and ornamental 


charming for the purpose. 
invariably simple in line and surface 


treatment and often blend happily 
with antiques and period pieces. There 
is a vogue for glass-topped tables and 
those having tops of bakelite which

Comtemplating in a general way the 


decoration of the business girl’s room, 
I should say that the first important 
requirement is simplicity. The simpler 
the furniture, the better the effect will 
be and the easier the task of house- 
keeping.

Over-stuffed furniture should be 
medium in size and of rather slender 
construction as distinguished from the 
huge, bulbous’ upholstered pieces too 
often seen in small apartments. 

A great deal of life and color will 
come into the@room with its fabrics, 
which should be sunfast. These ma- 
terials are a bit more expensive in the 
beginning, but they are infinitely more 


economical in the end. My recommenda- 


tion would always be to spend what is 
necessary to obtain beautiful, service- 
able sunfast fabrics—materials that 
will not look shabby after a year’s 
wear. To buy good curtaining and 
make and line it oneself; to have an 
expert make sturdy, tailor-made slip 
covers that fit and will be certain to 
lust several seasons is sheer wisdom; 
while to buy inexpensive ready-made 
draperies or slip-covers that grow 
shabby in a few months’ time is gross 
waste and extravagance. 

As nearly as possible, all fabrics 
should be washable—things that can 
be sent to the laundry for frequent 
cleansing—for the all-purpose room 
sees constant service; its fabrics soil 
far more yeadily than those of the 
room that is not called into service for 
every activity of life. 


Pictures will play an ‘mportant part 
in the decoration of our all-purpose 
room. And it is not necessary that 
they be masterpieces in order to be ef- 
fective. Good color reproductions of 
old master paintings arid the best of 
our modern artists are available at most 
reasonable prices; copies of fine 
etchings, mezzotints and color engrav- 
ings, too. When well chosen from the 
standpoint of color and subject—and 
well framed—these pictures contribute 
almost as much life and interest as 
costly originals. 

Lovely pottery and porcelains—a few 
pieces only, but pieces of true artistic 
worth—will do much to give character 
and the decorative touch to the room. 
Or if the taste turns naturally to brass, 
copper or pewter objects, these are 
equally decorative, whether modern or 
antique in design. ‘ 

Now we have outlined a number of 

eautiful things for the business girl's 
room without in the least deviating 
from the strict path of service, con- 
venience and comfort. And this is the 
only sensible method of procedure for 
her to follow. The indulgence of little 
personal whims in decoration which 
may not lend themselves to the actual 
needs of the room must be set aside 
for another day, the longing for fragile 
draperies and upholstering, elaborately 
carved furniture, and such, must also 
bide its time. Later on, when the 
home is larger and the girl advanced 
to the realm of big business or safely 
married, it may have full expression. 
But to-day, if she expects to’ enjoy her 
tiny apartment, she must keep it de- 
lightfully simple, colorful, and free 
from all unnecessary things. 

If, instead of having her room clut- 
tered with many objects,.she will keep 
it trim as a yacht, with comfortable 
seating, a wide, soft, springy divan or 
studio couch for her bed, plenty of 
drawer and shelf space. available 
through the use of good-looking chests 
or cupbdards—and such conven at 
pieces are illustrated—she will fin 
she ha# laid the foundation for a most 
enjoyable little home.
